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With NEMS to Lease Space

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A special 
boardqd meeting of the Northeast 
Medical Services，Inc.， (NEMS) 
last Wednesday night heard com- 
munity leaders speaking in sup- 
port of Northeast Mental Health 
Centers (NEMHC) bid to lease 
two floors of the NEMS building 
on 1520 Stockton. 

NEMHC and NEMS had had a 
lease agreement, approved in July 
1978，in which NEMHC was to 
rent the second and third floors of 

“the six-floor NEMS building, and 
the cost of renovating the floors 
(they are now vacant and lack 
partitions) was to be prorated into 
*the rent， In a March meeting， 
NEMS cited finances as a reason 
for the delay in renovations. 

NEMS terminated the agree- 
ment in April, A series of meetings 
among NEMS， NEMHC， the 
Debartment of Health -and 
Welfare and the San Francisco 
Reai Estate Department was held. 
In June, the NEMS board agreed 
to lease the two floors 让 NEMHC 
would be _ responsible for the 
renovations costs (estimated to be 
between $200,000 and 
$300,000). According to NEMHC 
Acting Director，Linda Wang， 
such an arTangement is imposs- 
ible under the budgetary limita- 
tions _ which NEMHC functions， 
NEMHC could only pay for the 
renovation costs 这 they were 

”prorated into the rent. 

OBLIGATION 

During the special _ meeting， 
after questions 
renovation costs by Gordon 丁 . 
Lau，former city supervisor，the 
chairmam .of the board， Dr. 
Thomas Hum， admitted that 
money was ,. not really the 
question，but rather it concerned 
an “obligation to _ the commun- 
ity 

In_ his comments to the board， 
Lau had pointed out the assis- 
tance of the NEMHC given the 
NEMS struggle to attain its 


current location.“Those served by 
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the Northeast Mental Health 
Center are not strangers，they 


come from your families and 
families of friends,”he added. 


Alan Wong，former director 
of the Self-Help for the Eldqerly， 
also spoke in support of the 
NEMHC effort to secure a lease 
for the two floors,“In order to 
make things happen,， you have to 
take Irisks.. .The decision to move 
Self-Help to Pine Street was diffi- 
cultand unpopular at first, but we 
did it for our clients,”he said. 
Ernest Wu，director of Cameron 
Houses so6ial welfare services， 
Spoke of an “urgency” for 
NEMHC to consoliqate their pro- 
grams in one location and carry 
out programs to educate the

Stunning Fantasy

“Demon Pond” is a stunning 
film that brings _ legend to life. 
Eamed Kabuki“onnagata” (an 
actor SDecializing in female roles) 
Tamasaburo Bando plays two 
roles: a mysterious，shy woman 
who may or may not be holding 
her husband under a spell; and a 
Princess incarnation of the Dragon 
God who reigns unhappily away 
from her lover at the bottom of 
Demonm Pond.

foods 一 better than anything the 
Special effects wizards in Holy- 
wood have been able to come up 
with in the disaster flm genre. 
The flm works on several levels: 
as fantasy，with the underworld 
gods strangely dependent upon the 
actions of the humans; as dramia， 


with the botanist trying to rescue a 


long-lost friend from what he be- 
lieves are the clutches of a spell- 


casting womani; as romance，with 
the woman and her husband refus- 
ing to let anything interfere with 
their love; as political statement， 
with a realistic picture of a SuperT- 
cilious of 夫 cial and vicious towns- 
people who allow their prejudices 
and cowardice to lead to witch- 
hunting and pagan Sacrifice.

The director，Masahiro Shino-

dramatic love story. One false step 
and the audience is likely to laugh 
at all the wrong places.

comic relief between the earthly 
and underworldly melodramas. 
It's ironic that Japanese directors 
like Shinoda and Kurosawa have 
learned the most from the greatest 
English-language playwright.

Xinhui (Sunwui 新 您 ) is 3 
county with about 800,000 popula- 
tion living in 21 communes. The 
area ls slightly less than Napa 
County.， Here，Sze Yup's Tan 
(Taam) River ( 潭 江 ) fans out 
into a common delta with the West 
River. With .easy access via the 
water ways, Han Chinese settled in
